Law Provides Attorney-Gen- 
eral Must Help the Prose- 
cuting Attorneys. 





TWO ELECTION CASES 





Supreme Court Held Circuit 
Attorney’s Information 
Was Defective. 


The Governor o1 the State has the 


power to send the Attorney-General into 
any county to aid the Prosecuting At- 
torney in the discharge of his duties. 
While there has been no suggestion from 
citizens of St. Louis that the Governor 
send Attorney-General Hadley here to 
assist Circuit Attorney Sager in te 
prosecution of the boodlers, yet the Gov- 
ernor@has the power to take this action 
if he desires. Section 4940 of tne Revised 
Statutes of Missouri, which deals with 


“When directed by the Governor he 
shall aid any Prosecuting Attorney in 
the discharge of his duties,” 

Precedents Established. 

The Governor has, on several occa- 
sions, sent Attorney-General Hadley 
into counties to aid the Prosecuting 
Attorney in the prosecution of special 
casés. 

When Circuit Attorney Sager took 
charge of his office he promised to rid 
the town of election crooks. At sev- 
eral elections he appeared personally, 
with deputy sheriffs, at different poll- 
ing places in the downtown wards, 
evidently looking forselection crimes. 

Although indictments and informa- 
tions have been issued against several 
persons for violation of the election 
laws, Sager has met with indifferent 
success tn. landing them in the Peniten- 
tilary. Except in a few /cases, where 
the defendantr pleaded guilty, or were 
unable to appeal to the Supreme Court, 
nobedy has yet been punished for fraud- 


oreia registration or voting... 


e reme Ccurt sacerrtk: peverned 
two of Sager’s election-fraud cases, 
holding in one case that the ,evidence 
was insufficient.to Wartant a convic- 
tion and ordering the discharge of the 
defendant,*and in the other that the in- 
formation was so palpably insufficient 
that it was not necessary to take up the 
time of the court in anglyzing the evi- 
dence. The former case was that of 
Policeman Peter Wash, accused of 
fraudulént voting. The second was that 
of Joseph A. Helderle of the Eighth 
Ward. : 
The Helderle Decision. 

In deciding the Helderle case the Su- 
preme Court said: 

The information is manifestly 
insufficient and it reuires no cita- 
tion of authorities. to support 
that conclusion. The mere read- 
ing of it makes apparent the er- 
ror. This information. charges 
that the defendant appeared be- 
fore the judges and clerks of 
the fifth precinct of the Eighth 
Ward, at’ Broadway and Ann 
avenue and applied . for and re- 
ceived a ballot and did.then and 
there cast said ballot and vote at 
said election. This is follewed 
by ‘the allegation that the same 
day and at the same election the 
defendant did appear at the poll- 
ing place of the second precinct 
of the ‘Righth Ward at 417 Lami 
street. And this is followed by a 
repetition of the allegation that 
he received from the judges and 
clerks of the fifth precinct of the 
Eighth Ward a ballot, and that 
he wilfully, fraudulently . and 
feloniously cast said ballot at 
said election. 

‘There is an entire absence in 
this information that he applied 
for and reecived a ballot or voted 
at the polling place of the Second 
Precinct of the Eighth Ward. It 
may be said that this ts a clerical 
mistake, yet that it is fatal for 
the suficiency of this information 
is too plain for further argument. 

“We have deemed it unneces- 
sary to analyze and discuss the 
testimony as applied to the 
charge in this information for 
the reason that we are unable to 
intelligently analyze this | testi- 
mony and apply it to the charge 
in the information in its present 
form." 

Opportunity te Amend. 

The Supreme Court remanded the case 
to give the Circuit Attorney an oppor- 
tunity to amend an-information, which 
the Attorney-General, in presenting the 
case to the court, conceded was insuf- 
ficient. The Attorney-General, by vir- 
tue of his office, is interested in every 
criminal case sent to the Supreme 
Court. In this instance, however, he 
made no attempt to hold that the in- 
formation was sufficient, wut conceded 
that it was fatally defective. 

There is pending in the courte an in- 
dictment against Arthur Thempson for 
alleged fraudulent registration in tho 
Fifth Precinct of the Twenty-second 
Ward. The indictment charges that he 
fraudulently registered Sept. 20, 1904, 
fwhen, @8 & matter of fact. the records 
show that he registered Feb. 14, 1907. 
This is conceded to be a fatal defect in 
the information.

“It was a very 
pretty little operation, and was per- 
formed by Dr, Finney of Johns Hop- 
kins Hospital, ‘Baltimore,” said the 
Surgeon-General. “It was success- 
ful in: every way—due, probably, to 
the fact that it was performed a8 soon 
as the specialists decided such a 
course was necessary.” 

President Roosevelt left his office 
and remained in the room where the 
operation was performed until it had 
beén . completed. When assured by 
Mrs. Longworth 
was in no danger, the President re- 
turned.to his office and took up his 
routine work. ‘

Mr. and Mrs. Longwerth returned to 


Washington recently. after spending tha 
summer in travel. It was during a 
visit to New York that Mrs. Long- 
worth developed symptoms which were 
believed to be those of appendicitis, but 
it wes not until after she renched Wash- 
ington several weeks ago that a dlag- 
nosis disclosed the fact and an oper- 
ation was decided upon.

Attorney Shaw, representing Mr. Har- 
riman, who was not present, read in an 
unemotional voice charges that Fish was 
defeated in his candidacy for president 
of the road because he is “‘unfit’® to be 
re-elected, that he loaned himself $1,500.- 
600 of the company’s money on unmark- 
elavle securities and deposited with the 
Trust Co. of the Republic, ‘a failing 
concern,’ $500,000 of the railroad’s money. 

The motive for the latter act was 
charged to have been a desire to benefit 
a corporation of which Mr. Fish’s kins- 
men were officials. 

Seek to Dissolve Writ. 

The charges were filed in support of a 
motion to dissolve the injunction ob- 
tained by Mr. Fish to prevent Mr. Har- 





riman, the Union Pacific Railroad and 
the Railway Securities Co., from voting 
vx1.718 shares of stock in the election of 
officers of the Illinois Central on Dec. 18. 

Harriman, Cornelius Vanderbilt and 
other officials of the Illinois Central to- 
day filed affidavits making counter 
charges against Mr. Fish.

NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—As usual, the 
tail end of the six-day bicycle race at 
the Madison Square Garden is degen- 
erating into more or less hoodlums’ re- 
sort. Year after year the same things 
occur, but only serve as greater adver- 
tisements. The crowd multiplies amaz- 
ingly and much of it is ‘the very scum 
of the town. 

While circling the track last night 
several of the riders tried to engage in 
a fight. That they did not land blows 
was due to the fact that they could not 
reach one another with their fists when 
on their wheels. 

Breton Cause of Trouble. 

The trouble started when Petit Breton, 
one of the Frenchmen, went on the 
track after a rest. His hair was sleeked 
down on his head, his teeth were set 
in determination and there was fire in 
his eyes. He appeared like a man 
‘braced’. with champagne or other 
strong wine, but that his trainer de- 
nied Yet/he wobbled all over the trac. 
After riding a short distance Breton 
suddenly darted ahead like a wild man. 
He bent low over the front of his wheel 
and pedaled like a demon, with the oth- 
ers tearing along after him. 

Vanderstuyft, another foreigner, Was 
first of the fellowing group, and in 
rounding the sharp Fourth avenue turn 
swerved so that he shut off Fogler, 
who was trying to pass him. Fogler 
thought Vanderstuyft was trying to 
keep him back and swung at him with 
his fist. He missed him, but tried 
again. Then Vanderstuyft resented the 
blows aimed at him and for a moment 
a free-for-all fight seemed bound to en- 
sue. It was prevenfed by Referee R. 
F. Kelsey of the National Cycling As- 
sociation waving his hand and calling 
to Fogler to stop under threat of dis- 
qualification. 

A few minutes after Breton fell from 
his. wheel and carried Rutt headlong 
down the side of the track with him. 
Neither was badly injured, but Rutt’s 
face, already a mass of cuts from the 
falls, presented’ an even worse appear- 
ance when he resumed riding.

Shoe Man’s Death Due to Mis- 
take in Boarding Wrong 
Street Car. 








Harman J. Miller, a United Railways 
motorman, was arrested Thursday by 
Special Officers Gartland and Powers of 
the Twelfth District on the Supposition 
that it was his car which struck and 
killed Isaac Ftiedman, vice-president of 
the Friedman-Shelby Shoe Co., near the 
dark and deadly surface crossing of the 
Wabash Railroad and  Olive-Delmar 
tracks, east of Delmar Garden Wednes- 
day night. 

The arrest was on the strength of in- 
formation given by W. L. Bishop, an- 
other motorman, who said that Miller's 
car was due at that point at the hour 
when the accident occurred. 

To Lieut. Hickman, at the Twelfth 
District Station, Miller said that he had 
no knowledge of his car striking a man. 
It did not seem to Hickman that the 
man was responsible for the death of 
Friedman and he was released on his 
promise to appear at the inquest. 

Friedman’s death was due to a mis- 
take made by him in the darkness at 
Rosedale Station in taking a west- 
bound car tnstead of an eastbound. He 
left a Wabash train at the station at 
A car was standing at the cross- 
tug. He thought it was headed east and 


boarded it. When it had gone about 
1200 feet west he discovered his mistake 
and pulled the cash register cord. The 
conductor stopped the car and Fried- 
man got off. It is supposed that he 
stepped around behind the car fo cross 
the street and that he was struck by an 
eastbound car. 

Mr. Friedman was picked up and tak- 
en on a car to the car barns at De Bali- 
viere avenue and from there to his home 
at 4937 Washington boulevard. It was 
found there that while his physical in- 
juries were not serious he was suffering 
from severe nervous shock. He ed 
frem this cause at 9:15. 

No Lights at Station, 

C. H. Carnahan, in charge of Rose- 
dale Station, says that about twenty 
passengers alighted from the train. He 
remained there about fifteen minutes 
and knew nothing of the accident. 

There is no light at the station. The 
nearest street lamps are 79 feet west 
and 87 feet east. 

Mr. Friedman was a native of Hein- 
richs, Germany, and was 66 years old. 
He fs survived by his wife, one daugh- 
ter, Louise, and three sons, Harry,§@Al- 
fred and Edwin.
